Union today promised President 
Kennedy its "full support a n d 
cooperation" in carrying out his 
appeal of last Monday for an end 
to the cold war. 
But Soviet disarmament nego­ 
tiator Semyon K. Tsarapkin at the 
same time said the West must 
“reconsider its attitude" to Mos­ 
cow’s disarmament proposals. 
Tsarapkin’s speech to today's 
144th 
disarmament 
conference 
session was the first official So­ 
viet reaction to President Ken­ 
nedy’s address at the American 
University in Washington June 10. 
United States spokesmen said. 
U.S. officials said Tsarapkin's 
remarks were encouraging but 
they pointed out the Kremlin ap­ 
parently demands Western con­ 
cessions as the price of coopera­ 
tion. 


Tsarapkin commented on the 
President s address after deliver­ 
ing what U.S. disarmament nego­ 
tiator Charles C. Stella called "a 
typical cold war speech." 
"The West's attitude here is not 
in keeping with the speech made 
by President Kennedy in which he 
said the United States intended to 
put an end to the cold war," 
Tsarapkin said. 
’This appeal to break the vi­ 
cious circle cannot but find ap­ 
proval and support from aU men 
of good will. It gives us hope 
that the efforts made here and 
elsewhere to improve internation- 
al relations and in the search for 
disarmament will not be in vain.

a toll report of his knowledge of

The lawyer told the Evening 
Standard he had been a patient 
of Society osteopath Dr. Stephen 
Ward who is in jail awaiting trial 
on charges of living wholly or 
partly on the earnings of prosti­ 
tutes. and met Miss Keeler in 
Ward’s apartment last November. 
About a month later, he said. 
Miss Keeler rang and asked him 
to advise her because of an at­ 
tempt by West Indian John Edge­ 
combe, who claims to have been 
a lover of hers, to short his way 
into her apartment. Edgecombe 
was sentenced to seven years for 
offense.

Eddowes said he went to see the 
21-year-old playgirl.

According to reliable informa­ 
tion, Bykovsky will try to stay up 
eight days, roughly five times as 
long as U.S. astronaut Maj. L. 
Gordon Cooper did last month. 
Whether the girl cosmonaut—de­ 
scribed as in her 20’s and pretty— 
would join him early or late in the 
flight was not known. It also was 
not known how the rendezvous 
would be made—cither by directly 
linking on to Bykovsky’s ship or 
by orbiting close to it in dual 
flight. 
If it is the latter, it would be 
similar to the flight last summer 
of Soviet Cosmonauts Andrian Ni- 
kolayev and Pavel Popovich. Ni- 
kolayev blasted off one day and 
Popovich the next and, while in 
orbit, maneuvered within sight of 
each other. 
Bykovsky, meanwhile, whirled 
around the earth to space once 
every 88.4 minutes, reporting that 
his condition was fine and sending 
various communist propaganda­ 
laden messages to the various con­ 
tinents and peoples as he passed 
overhead. 
Soviet Premier Nikita Khrush­ 
chev himself lent support to spec­ 
ulation that a second shot was in 
the offing when he disclosed By­ 
kovsky's launching 
to visiting 
British Labor party leader Har­ 
old Wilson during a conference in 
the Kremlin. In the past. Khrush­ 
chev has talked to the cosmo­ 
nauts in flight, and might do so 
again. 


Bykovsky, described as an ath- 
totic type with a young wife and 
a three - month - old son, "feels 
fine," Radio Moscow said, in an­ 
nouncing that "all systems are 
functioning normally." 
The official Soviet Tass news 
agency said without giving details 
that Bykovsky's mission was to 
study conditions "of a long flight" 
in space.
